cite declared a local coal dealer recent¬ 
ly Canadian coal has arrived and the 
man who insists that he can burn no- 1 
thing but American anthracite in his 
fWnace is becoming hard to find. 

One-eighth of the world’s coal sup¬ 
ply ft said to be contained in Alberta 
fields, yet it is estimated that at the 
beginning of 1917 not .over seven per¬ 
cent. of the coal consumed in Winni¬ 
peg furnaces was the Canadian pro¬ 
duct. 

In 1917, when owing to labor and 
railroad conditions, it was impossible" 
to obtain American coal in sufficient 
quantities the government decided fo 
take action and formed a fuel admin¬ 
istration, with the result that Alberta 
coal was introduced to Manitoba. Con¬ 
sumers had to purchase twice as 
much lignite as anthracite and had to 
have half their Alberta coal supply 
before receiving a quota of hard. Men 
grumbled on street comers. After¬ 
noon teas became indignation meet¬ 
ings about that “filthy soft coal." 
However, as the result of the fuel con¬ 
troller’s order everybody had to make 
a test of Canadian coal. 

It is estimated now that in the year 
1920-21 fifty per cent, of the domestic 
coal consumed in Winnipeg comes 
from the western mines and old pre¬ 
judices against -western coal are grad¬ 
ually being overcome. An approxim¬ 
ate increase of 300 per cent, in the 
;ale of weestem steam coal with a 
decrease of very nearly 100 per cent, 
in the consumption of American steam 
Cpal is recorded.

The problem is how to get rid of 
weeds and keep them out. First, fol¬ 
low a short rotation of*crops; culti¬ 
vate the land thoroughly and often; 
prevent weed going to seed; clean all 
seed; clean all seed before it is sown. 

If the grain field is weedy, .seed it 
heavily to clover and grass; mow the 
annuals and biennials before they 
seed, and pasture closely to keep down 
perennials; follow byj'afooed crop or 
smother crop and most varieties of 


What may prove to be a very valu¬ 
able discovery has been made in Anna¬ 
polis, Nova Scotia, in a method of ex¬ 
tracting by-products from waste and 
otherwise useless apples. It has been 
found that even the most intensely 
acid and usually worthless apple may 
be so treated by a simple process as 
to yield syrup which has been pro¬ 
nounced eminently desirable as a basis 
for other concoctions not hitherto so 
well supplied. \ And not only is this 
syrup valuable but another by-product 
has become evident in deposits of cal¬ 
cium malite, the same article as is de¬ 
prived from maple syrup, and known as 
sugar sand. Before the war the Ger¬ 
mans bought this up extensively in 
Quebec at $1.50 or more per pound, 
a source of malic acid.

police were at once notified and an in¬ 
vestigation followed. From the in¬ 
formation given us the conclusion 
reached is that the car was entered 
just as the train left Aldersyde and 
the cases of liquor thrown out along 
the track, and these were picked up 
and taken away in an automobile, for 
the tracks of a car were plainly dis- 
cernable along the railway for some 
miles, as were also the foot prints of 
men, who were picking up the liquid 
booty. After leaving the railroad the 
auto was driven some distance along 
the fence in the fields adjoining the 
railroad, and here, too, the marks of 
the operators were plain. 

For some reason all the bottles of 
gin were not picked up. Section men 
at work on the track on Monday morn¬ 
ing discovered a number of bottles in 
a culvert, and in a later search by 
Constable Holtom, of the Provincial 
Police, a few more were found. The 
section men delivered their find to 
•Stationmaster Green, who gave them 
their first information of the robbery 
that had taken place. 

The loss, so far as it can be figured 
out, totals approximately two hundred 
bottles. This loss is up to the rail¬ 
way company, and the C.P.R. police 
have the matter in hand and the pro¬ 
vincial authorities are also working on 
the theft.

Again 
those who thought the day of heroism 
past, must reconsider. The world 
never saw such heroism.

Capt. Denoon then spoke of inter¬ 
national changes that had taken place 
as a result of the war. Great Britain 
and the United States have a clearer 
understanding of one another than 
ever before. The Anglo-Saxon race 
is a unit Then politically the old 
party spirit is passing away and a new 
order is taking its place. The heart 
of the people is sound and can still 
be trusted. Socially we arc moving 
ahead. The women now have the 
vote; great emphasis is placed upon 
child welfare, and we are beginning 
to realize that it is the people, not 
wheat or material things that arc our 
assets. . > 

While to-day many nations are in 
confusion, and many take a gloomy 
outlook on the world, we must not for¬ 
get that tliis is all the more challenge 
to our sanity and our heroism. We 
have traditions that are inspiring.
